TARIFF REVISION 


Declaration to That Effect by 
the Postmaster General. 


Mr. 
Congress Probably Will Rec- 
ommend that a Perma- 
nent Commission 
Be Appointed. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 14.—Postmaster 
General Henry C. Payne in an interview to- 
said that the forthcoming annual mes- 
sage President Roosevelt to Congress 
probably will recommend that a permanent 
Tariff Commission be appointed. 

‘*The President’s views in regard to the 
revision of the tariff are substantially the 
same as those given by Senator Spooner in 
his speech last night,’’ said Mr. Payne. 
“He probably will favor a reduction of im- 
port duties upon products which no longer 
need protection. 

‘He is q)so inclined to favor the cre- 
ation of a permanent tariff commission, 
which at all times can receive testimony, 
subject to expert consideration, concerning 
the varying interests of production and 
trade, submitting their reports and recom- 
mendations to Congress, other depart- 
ments of the National Government. 

‘This will insure the thorough and care- 
ful compilation of all information accessi- 
ble, and will save to Congressional commit- 
tees a vast amount of labor. 

“This was the policy outlined by the Pres- 
ident in his speech at Logansport, Ind., 
which he had prepared for delivery at Mil- 
waukee, and which, it safe to predict, 
wili be embodied in his annual message 
to Congress: He is strongly in earnest in 
these views well in those in rela- 
tion to reciprocity, feature of our 
commercial intercourse foreign ni 
ticns.

FORTY HORSES PERISH 
IN A BLAZING STABLE. 
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Two Men Rescued Badly. Injured—One 
Had Hands and Arms Torn. 


Forty horses were burned to death, and 
two men had narrow escapes from a like 
fate in a fire that started just before mid- 
night last night in the five-story structure 
at 339 West Sixteenth Street, occupied by 
the Gansevoort Livery and Boarding 
Stables, of which Ernest Finnan is the pro- 
prietor. The building was practically de- 
stroyed, together with a shed used for 
storing vehicles. Nearby tenements were 
emptied by a squad of police. 

The fire started in a truck load of 
ture in the first floor of the stable, and 
standing near the runway leading up to 
the second floor on which were seventy 
horses. This runway was covered with 
straw and stable litter, and the flames 
swept up it in a moment. 

Policeman Steinkamp of the West Twen- 
tieth Street Station rapped for aid, and 
Policemen O'Donnel and ULwyer appeared. 
The three ran into the front entrance of 
the stable and pulled the blazing truck of 
turniture into the street. Then they dis- 
covered that John Hyland and James Kelly, 
stablemen, were in the basement, where 
they had rooms. Over the window of the 
room in which they were was a stout wire 
r.etting. The policemen pulled this netting 
away, and through the window they drew 
the two men.

There is still a third view held by miners, 
and that is to refuse to accept the plan 
offered and make a counter proposition 
embodying some of the suggestions con- 
tained in the operators’ offer.

SUICIDE OF A NEW YORKER. 


E. A. Schroeder Shoots Himself in a 
Sleeping Car in Florida— Deed 
Ascribed to Despondency. 


Special to The New York Times. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Oct, 14.—E. A. 
Schroeder of New York City committed 
suicide in a sleeping car near this city 
to-day. 

This morning, when the train left for the 
North, he boarded it. Before the train 
started Mr. Schroeder had walked leisurely 
on the platform. Just as the train pulled 
out of the station he went into the drawing 


room of the car and locked the: door. 
fore the train had proceeded half a mile 


from the station the porter heard a pistol 


shot, and upon investigation Mr. Schroeder 
was found dead with a builet hole in. his 
brain. 

On the body was found a letter addressed 
to the public in which was written ‘| 
have committed a great crime, The law 
cannot punish me, Hence I punish myself.’ 

Another letter requested that his wife 
be notified. 

The deceased frequently visited Jackson- 
vilie and Florida, and owned tobacco in- 
terests in the State. 


Edwin A. Schroeder of 10 Lexington Ave- 
nue was a well-known clubman and the 
son of ex-Mayor Frederick A. Schroeder 
of Brooklyn. Mr. Schroeder was forty-two 
years old, and had -been a victim of mel- 
ancholia for several yearg, past. It.is to 
this that his suicide is .attributed, 

He was born in Brooklyn and entered the 
tobacco leaf. firm, of which his father 
was the head, twenty years ago. Upon his 
father’s déath in 1898, he strcceeded to the 
Presidency of the company, now wnder 
the name of Schroeder & Arguimbau. A 
few months after this the attacks of mel- 
ancholia developed, -and became so severe 
that Mr. Schroeder was persuaded to enter 
an institution where he threatened sev- 
eral times to end his life. In the course 
of a year he was discharged, apparently 
cured. Last Spring, shortly before his 
marriage, came a recurrence of the fits of 
despondency, not, however, as marked as at 
the earlier time. 

No fears were entertained for his personal 
safety, and two weeks ago he went to 
Florida to inspect a tobacco plantation the 
output of which was controlled by-his;firm 
He was due to leave Jacksonville for the 
return vesterday.

Mr. Schroeder was a member of a number 
of clubs, among them the City Club and 
New York Club, the Carteret Gun Club, the 
Players Club, the Manhattan Club, the 
Dunlap Society, and the Down-Town Asso- 
ciation. 


WOMAN BITTEN BY A DoG DIES. 


Taken Ill a Month Later—Physicians 
Think It Was Hydrophobia. 


Mrs. John Albert of 21 East* Forty- 
seventh Street, Bayonne, died. Monday 
night in great agony, from what the physi- 
cians declare was hydrophobia. 

She had a pet black and tan dog, which 
was a great favorite with her. About a 
month ago some carbolic acid was acci- 
dentally spilled upon the animal, burning 
its back severely.

DIED FROM § SUBWAY EXPLOSION. 


Foreman Said He Was Struck with a 
Torch—Coroner Scholer to 
Investigate. 


José Caneli, thirty years old, of 79 Baxter 
Street, foreman ‘on the rapid transit tun- 
nel for the Degnon-McLean Company, was 
so badly burned by the explosion of a 
lamp which he was carrying in the subway 
at Fourth Avenue and Twenty-third Street 
yesterday that he died last night in Belle- 
vue Hospital. He-was in a “ drift tunnel.”’ 
running about thirty feet east from the 
main tunnel, from which the men were ex- 
cavating a site for the station for the 
road, when the old-fashioned lantern ex- 
ploded, scattering the blazing oil over his 
clothing and setting fire to a pile of tarred 
paper, near by. 

_ About. twenty-five men who were work- 
ing near him'fled in panic, but Patrick 
Williams of 682 Second Avenue tried to 
beat out the flames, and.was so severely 
burned about the hands and arms that he 
had to be taken home. The dense smoke 
and the.tumult in the trench caused a 
great crowd.to collect. Fearing a big dis- 
aster had occurred the reserves from the 
East Twertity-second Street Station were 
sent to, the scene. One ‘report was that the 
lantern. had.in some way been filled with 
gasolene instead of kerosene. 

Caneli, who was put under the influence 
of opiates as soon as he reached the hos- 
pital, was roused to make an ante-mortem 
statement to Coroner Scholer last. evening. 
All he would say. was, ‘‘Seme one dropped 
a torch on me."’ This, the Coroner thought, 
should be made the basis of a most rigid 
investigation of what actually occurred in 
the tunnel.

In March. last there were in- 
stituted by the Government, in the United 
States Circuit Court at Chicago, six suits 
in equity against offending railroad com- 
panies, and, simultaneously, eight addition- 
al cults were begun against other railroads 
at Kansas City.

The question of reascnableness is thus 
one for the courts to determine, and it is 
manifest that this doctrine gives play to 
just considerations of the freedom and in- 
violability of contracts with proper judicial 
safeguards against unconscionable arrange- 
ments rightly void as contrary to public 
policy. The Sherman act is entitled “ An 
act to protect trade and commerce against 
unlawful restraints,’ &c., and the able dis- 
senting opinion in one of the leading cases 
in the Supreme Court argues from this in- 
dication and other considerations that ‘the 
restraints intended to be stricken off were 
only those unreasonable restraints as de- 
fined at common law. But the law was 
authoritatively decided to include all re- 
straints, whether reasonable or unreason- 
able. Neverthéless, in extending the law 
it might be deemed wise by Congress now 
to import and impose this distinction clear- 
ly, for the following reasons, among others: 
Because the hard and fast extreme rule 
may work injustice in various instances 
where a moderate restraint is either not 
harmful at all to the general interests, or 
only slightly so in comparison with the 
importance of the freedom and sacredness 


of many contracts which public policy does | 


not manifestly condemn; because the ques- 
tion of reasonableness, as in the common 
law, should be for the courts—surely the 
safest arbiter and reliance in human dis- 
putes—and because, from the economic 
standpoint, freer play would thus be given, 
and perhaps ‘‘a way out” indicated, in the 
conflict between the important principles 
of free competition and combination. 


SECRETARY SHAW SPEAKS. 


He Talks at Baltimore on the Protec- 
tive Tariff and the Revenues. 


BALTIMORE, Oct. 14.—Secretary of the 
Treasury Shaw addressed a Republican 
mass meeting here this .evening. In the 
course of his speech he said: 

‘Our Democratic friends are ex- 
tending sympathy to the oppressed. tax- 
payer. They have more than once made a 
campaign upon the naked issue—‘ The tar- 
iff is a tax.’ They have always complained 
most bitterly, and sympathized with the 
plain, common people most liberally when- 
ever there has been a surplus of public rev- 
enue. Again and again they have declared 
that there should be no more revenues col- 
lected than are necessary for the mainten- 
ance of the Government economically ad- 
ministered. 

“I am not surprised that our friends 
wonder at the apparent ease with which, 
under a protective policy, revenues are 
provided. The secret is in the consuming 
capacity of the American people. When- 
ever the product of American labor is pro- 
tected from competition with cheaper for- 
eign labor, the American laborer consumes; 
and whenever the American laborer con- 
sumes, the American farmer finds already 
a market for the products of his farm; 
and whenever the American farmer has a 
market he in turn becomes a consumer, and 
the American manufacturer also finds a 
market and he in turn employs labor, and 
so the circuit is completed and repeated— 


wages, food, raiment, markets, furnaces 
ablaze, savings deposited, homes builded, 
books purchased, peace, contentment, com- 
fort, and happiness, all of which are em- 
braced in the one term ‘ prosperity.’

LICENSE FOR DR. LORENZ. 


INMinois State Board of Health Requires 
the Vienna Surgeon to Secure One. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 14.—Dr. Adolf Lorenz, 
Professor of Orthopedic Surgery in the 
University of Vienna, to-day appeared be- 
fore the Illinois State Board of Health and 
secured a license to practice his profession 
in the State of Illinois, He took this ac- 
tion in response to a summons served on 


him by the board to appear before that 
body and state why he shold not be made 
to comply with the law regulating the 
practice of surgery in this State. The pro- 
ceedings arose from the fact that since the 
eperation upon the young child of Ogden 
Armour last Sunday for a congenital dis- 
location of the hip Dr. Lorenz has been 
besieged with appeals to operate on others 
afflicted with the same disease, and the 
State Board of Health held that the doctor 
should take out a license if he intends to 
remain here and practice his profession. 

Said Dr. Egan, the Secretary of the 
board: ‘‘ Dr. Lorenz's consultation in the 
Armour case was not.in violation of the 
Illinois law, which does not prohibit phy- 
sicians from other States or countries from 
coming into Illinois merely for consulta- 
tion purposes, but the board understands 
that Dr. Lorenz intends to continue in 
practice here for some time. If this be 
true, he must conform to the State laws 
and secure a license, as all other physi- 
cians must.”

GAMES SCHEDULED FOR TO-DAY 


Newly Organized Eleven at Princeton 
Shows Improved Form—Fumbling 
at Yale—Capt. Kernan to Play. 


Columbia seems to have the hardest prob- 
lem to solve on the football schedule to- 
day. Her opponent will be the eleven from 
Swarthmore, and this team has shown a 
remarkably strong front this season. The 
showing against Princeton was creditable, 
while the University of Pennsylvania’s rep- 
resentatives had their hands full to win by 
the small score of 11 to 6. Princeton plays 
Haverford and should win easily, while 
Yale should have no trouble in defeating 
the University of Vermont. Harvard meets 
Wesleyan, and this game will give a line 
on the scoring abilities of Harvard and 
Yale, as the Blue has defeated Wesleyan by 
a score of 35 to 0. With the exception of 
Princeton, the big colleges will play on the 
home fields. Other games to-day are those 
between the University of Pennsylvania

Harold Weekes devoted considerable 
time to practicing his hurdle play, which 
he expects to use with considerable success 
in the game. Shaw, last year’s centre, was 
out with the scrub, but says he will be un- 
able to play with the ’Varsity this year. 

Princeton's newly organized eleven played 
much better yesterday, and without much 
effort succeeded in scoring three times 
against the scrub.

DECISION REACHED IN 
THE PIOUS FUND GASE 


Arbitration Court at The Hague 
Agrees That Mexico Is Liable. 


Latin Republic Must Pay the United 
States $1,420,682 
Text of Decision. 


in Silver— 


14.—The Arbitration 
Court, in the Pious Fund case, has con- 
demned Mexico to pay the United States 
$1,420,682 in Mexican currency. The decis- 
ion of the court Was unanimous. 

The tribunal finds: 

First—That the claim of the United States 
in behalf of the Archbishop of San Fran- 
cisco is governed by the principle of res 
judicata in virtue of the arbitration decis- 
ion pronounced by Sir Edward Thornton 
Nov. 11, 1875, and amended by Sir Edward 
Thornton Oct. 24, 1876. 

Second—That in conformity with this de- 
cision the Government of the United States 
of Mexico should pay the Government of 
the United States $1,420,682.67 in money of 
the legal currency of Mexico, within the 
period fixed by Article 10 of the protocol of 
Washington. This sum will cover the total 
payment of annuities due from and unpaid 
by the Government of the Mexican Repub- 
lic, namely, the annual payment of $43,- 
050.99 in Mexican currency from Feb. 2, 
1869, to Feb. 2, 1902. 

Third—The Government of the United 
States of Mexico will pay to the Govern- 
ment of the United States Feb. 2, 1903, and 
every following year for the same date 
forever an annual payment of $45,050.99 of 
money of the legal currency of Mexico. 

The decision of the tribunal was read by 
Secretary General Ruyssenaers in the pres- 
ence of the members of the Diplomatic 
Corps, their wives, and the representatives 
of the litigants. 

Dr. Matzen, President of the court, who 
declared that a revision of the sentence 
was only possible in the é¢vent of new facts 
coming to light, thanked the represent- 
atives of the United States and of Mexico 
for their assistance in enlightening the ar- 
bitrators. He added that while no sing:e 
Judge was infallible, the unanimify of the 
arbitrators who had so closely examined 
the whole question at issue was a guaran- 
tee that no mistake had been made. 

Mr. Ralston of Washington, one of the 
lawyers in the case, and Sefior Pardo, in be- 
half of Mexico, thanked the court for the 
care it had given to the case. Sefior Pardo 
declared he was sure that so soon as his 
Government learned of the court's award 
it would accept it. He must, however, re- 
serve for his Government the right to avail 
itself of the provisions of the protocol. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Official news of 
the result of the arbitration in the Pious 
Fund case was received here to-day from 
Mr Ralston, the agent for the United 
States before The Hague tribunal. He 
simply stated that the United States’ con- 
tention had been accepted as to res ad- 
judicata, and the full amount of the claim 
allowed, to be paid in Mexican silver. 

The first statement is understood to 
mean that the tribunal took the view that 
the decision of the first court, which award- 
ed the claim of the church for accrued 
interest, did not prevent the accumulation 
of interest since that award. 


THE HAGUE, Oct. 


The Pious Fund originated in 1697 with 
gitts by charitable persons, designed to en- 
able the Jesuit missionaries to carry on 
their work in what is now New Mexico. 
When the Jesuits were expelled from the 
Spanish dominions in 1767 the fund was 
seized by the Crown and put into the hands 
of the Franciscans. 

In 1821 Mexico won her independence 
from Spain, and the fund was transferred 
to the Mexican Republic. Mexico, in 1842, 
sold the properties constituting the fund 
and put the proceeds into the Treasury, 
stipulating, however, to pay the church 6 
per cent. in perpetuity on the principal. 

By the treaty of Queretaro, Upper Cali- 
fornia was ceded to the United States, and 
Mexico ceased paying her share of the in- 
terest on the fund. The Church made 
claim in 1868 for twenty-one years’ inter- 
est from Mexico. The claim was allowed 
by the court, and Mexico paid the Church 
the full amount, $904,700. No further pay- 
ments have been made by Mexico since 


1868. 
RUSSIA’S BIG BILL. 
Asks Three Million Rubles for Restor- 


ing and Guarding Section of 
Chinese Railway.

LONDON, Oct. 15.—The Times’s corre- 
spondent at Niu-chwang, China, reports 
that under an agreement for the restora- 
tion of the section of railway lines be- 
tween Shan-hai-Kuan and Niu-chwang 
the Russians claim 3,000,000 rubles, 
whereof 1,120,000 is for work done, the 
balance being the cost of protecting the 
line during the period of occupation by 
Russian troops during the recent Boxer 
troubles. 

The Chinese officials and employes of 
the railway are indignant at the condi- 
tion in which the line is handed over by 
the Russians. At many points along the 
line everything portable has been re- 
moved. Out of twenty-six locomotives, 
only three are fit for use. The line every- 
where shows the effects of general neg- 
lect, and a very large expenditure, it is 
said, will be required to restore it to a 
satisfactory condition. 

A steamer of the Russian volunteer 
fleet left Niu-chwang for Port Arthur on 
Oct. 7, carrying machinery removed 
from the railway plant at Shan-hai- 
Kuan. 


THE GREEK GOSPEL RIOTS. 


Authorities at Athens Place the Re- 
sponsibility After the Accused 
Have Left the Country.

LONDON, Oct. 15.—The Times’s Ath- 
ens correspondent says that after a lapse 
of nearly a year the judicial authorities 
announce a decision in regard to the 
prosecution of persons concerned in the 
Gospel riots in the streets of Athens last 
November. 

The document handed down by the 
authorities commends the forbearance 
of the troops, who, it says, abstained, 
under great provocation, from using 
their arms, and states that the deaths 
and injuries among the populace result- 
ing from the riots were caused by re- 
volver shots fired by students, civilians, 
and gendarmes. 

The decision calls for the prosecution 
of four gendarmes, one student, and four 
civilians. The four gendarmes and the 
one student have long since disappeared.

BERLIN, Oct. 14.~—The Reichstag reas- 
sembled to-day.

BATTLE IN VENEZUELA. 


Conflicting Reports of the Result—One 
Says President Castro Won 
a Victory. 


PUERTO CABELLO, Venezuela, Oct. 14. 
—According to an official report received 
here, the battle fought between the Vene- 
zuelan revolutionists and the forces of 
President Castro, near La Victoria, has 
resulted in a complete victory for the Gov- 
ernment army. The announcement has 
caused great enthusiasm here. 


WILLEMSTAD, Island of Curagcoa, Oct. 
14.—News from La Victoria, where an im- 
portant engagement began Monday morn- 
ing between the army of President Castro 
and the forces commanded by Gens. Matos, 
Mendoza, Peraloza, and Riera, was for- 
warded at 6 o'clock yesterday afternoon, at 
which time the battle was still proceeding, 
and Vice President Gomez was in a posi- 
tion to probably effect a junction with 
President Castro. 

Later advices said President Castro was 
surrounded by revolutionists and that his 
position was critical. 

The Government of Venezuela, owing to 
the fear that the revolutionists might make 
a night attack on Caracas, and in view 
of the fact that Vice President Vincente 
left that city yesterday morning 
with all the troops available—S00 men— 
to reinforce President Castro, has been 
transferred to the “ Provisional Capital” 
of Venezuela, in the Guacaipuro District, 
surrounding Los Tequas, without any town 
or village being stipulated as the head- 
quarters of the Ministers. 

Consequently the seat of the Government 
may be in a railroad car or in some other 
place unknown to the general public. The 
Venezuelan Government was also actuated 
in this matter by a desire not to reply to 
the questions of the foreign Ministers, who 
have been daily asking for redress as the 
result of injuries inflicted on the persons 
or properties of citizens of the countries 
which they represent. 


BERLIN, Oct. 14.—The dispatches from 


} Willemstad, Island of Curacoa, announcing 


the apparent critical position of President 
Castro of Venezuela, were communicated to 
the Foreign Office here, which had been 
expecting such news, but which has not yet 
received confirmatory dispatches. The po- 
sition of President Castro, according to 
official intelligence, has been growing pre- 
earious, and his ultimate downfall is here 
considered probable. This is the reason 
why the German claims against Venezuela 
have not been pressed for settlement. The 
Government of Germany is waiting until 
a new administration is formed. capable 
of carrying out the terms of settlement. 


AMERICANS AT ALDERSHOT. 





Gens. Corbin, Young, and Wood Guests 
at the Famous British Army Camp. 


LONDON, Oct. 14.—Gens, Corbin, Young, 
and Wood and their aides-de-camp visited 
the British camp at Aldershot to-day as 
the guests of Gen. French, and inspected 
all the soldiers’ quarters, witnessed evolu- 
tions by a light horse battery of artillery, 


and visited the gymnasium, where there 
was an interesting exhibition of the setting- 
up drill, athletic exercises, and swimming 
competitions. The officials offered to turn 
out all the troops for the Americans’ in- 
spection, but the Generals declined to 
trouble them to that extent.

CARNEGIE PRAISES GLADSTONE 


Says Dead Premier Was the First of 
His Race—Memorial Library 
Opened at Hawarden. 


LONDON, Oct. 14.—The library at Hawar- 
den, erected as a national memorial to the 
late William E. Gladstone and which cost 
$50,000, was opened by Earl Spencer to- 
day. The building stands on the brow of a 
hill commanding a view of the Dee, so 
greatly admired by Mr. Gladstone. It con- 
tains the statesnian’s valuable collection of 
books. Crowds of visitors attended the 
ceremonies, which commenced with a serv- 


ice in the church, conducted by the Rev. 
Stephen Gladstone. 

Among the speakers who paid tribute to 
the dead Premier was Andrew Carnegie. 

**Gladstone,”’ said Mr. Carnegie, ‘for 
many years was not only the first in Great 
Britain, but the ‘irst of the race. 
whole world trusted him. I know of no 
statesman dealing with international af- 
fairs who carried into practice so steadily 
the often-discarded truth that righteous- 
ness alone exalteth a nation.”’ 

Mr. Carnegie then quoted two illustra- 
tions of Mr. Gladstone’s “ conciliatory wis- 
dom,”’ saying: 

“First, he agreed to arbitrate the dif- 
ference with Venezuela, which his suc- 
cessor repudiated. But I believe the most 
memorable and by far the most beneficient 
of all his peaceful international triumphs 
was his appeal to arbitration for the set- 
tlement of the Alabama question. From the 
first to the last of Gladston’e triumphs 
none can compare in value to the removal 
of the prime obstacle to the restoration 
of cordial feelings of kindred and race, 
which now so mega? exist between the old 
and new homes of our race.” 

Mr. Gladstone, the speaker asserted, had 
thus erected an effectual barrier against 
any future war petween the United States 
and Great Britain. He continued: 

* America hails Gladstone as the founder 
of assured peaceful arbitration of all in- 
ternational questions between us. Wash- 
ington, Lincoln, and Gladstone were types 
which brought the peoples of the two coun- 
tries together in the patriotism of race. 
Gladstone was a statesman with a con- 
science, and held his patent of nobility from 
the Almighty God.”

BALFOUR IN DEFENSE OF 
PUBLIC EDUCATION BILL. 


British Premier Hotly Scores Opponents 
of Government Measure. 


MANCHESTER, Oct. 14.—A notable edi- 
tion to the controversy over the Govern- 
ment’s Education bill was made to-night by 
Premier Balfour in an address he delivered 
before a mass meeting held in connection 
with the annual conference of the National 
Union Conservative Constitutional Associa- 
tion. 

The Premier declared that the agitation 
against. and the opposition to the bill were 
due to misunderstandings caused by false 
statements of its provisions and intentions. 
Mr. Balfour said the voice of the calumina- 
tor had been too long uninterrupted, but 
that the country would no longer be hood- 
winked by the travesties of truth which 
had been drunk in by those from whom 
better things were to be expected. . 

The Government had chosen to disturb

|} educational peace because the existing sys- 


tem of education was chaotic, ineffectual, 
and behind the age, making Great Britain 
the laughing stock of other nations, and it 
was bound, the Premier said, to provide 
secondary public education and to co-ord- 
inate all the branches of public education 
under the control of the boroughs and coun- 
ty councils. If, in doing this, the Govern- 
ment had given a tonic to the Liberal Party 
Mr. Balfour did not begrudge it. 

Continuing, the Premier asserted that a 
majority of the people believed religion 
should be taught in the schools, but that 
it did not agree as to what religion, and 
that the only alternative was a system per- 
mitting denominational teaching in schools 
wholly supported by rates, as well as pro- 
moting it in those schools which were not 
wholly so supported. He said that the 
claim that representation did not follow 
taxation was erroneous, since the real con- 
trol of the schools was vested, not in the 
church authorities, but in the municipal 
councils and their constituencies. The 
threats of the Nonconformists to refuse 
to pay the rates, the Premier said, were 
unworthy the citizens of a free country. 
Civilized government was impossible if dis- 
satisfied citizens refused to obey the laws. 
The Nonconformists, the Premier declared, 
should hail the bill with pleasure, for it 
was an effort to give the people unlimited 
control of education, and their objections to 
it were, in reality, political, their object 
being to turn out the Conservative Govern- 
ment. If the Government was defeated in 
this measure there would be no hope of 
educational reform, as the agitators did noi 
desire it. 

Mr. Balfour said he did not consider the 
consequences on political grounds, because 
the stake was the education of a generation 
of children. 

‘“‘Tf this reform is not unhesitatingly car- 
ried through,’’ concluded the Premier, ‘“‘ the 
Government will earn and deserve the con- 
compe of parents and of children yet un- 

orn.”’ 

The meeting passed a resolution pledging 
its support to the bill.

SERVICE IN PHILIPPINES. 


New Army Rule Fixing Term at Two 
Years, with Four at Home, 
Criticised. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—The new rule 
of the War Department that fixes the term 
of service of a regiment at two years in 
the Philippines and four years at home is 
likely to be received with a good deal of 
criticism. The plan to keep all regi- 
ments now in the island there until they 
have completed a term of three years, and 
after that the new rule will go into effect. 
Three regiments will be brought home 
each Fall and three others will be sent out 
to take their places, The first three to 
come home will be the First, Second, and 
Fifth Intantry. These regiments will be 
ordered home in the Fall of 1903, and the 
Thirteenth, Fourteenth, and Eighteenth, 
now at different home stations, will be 
sent out. 

For a time the new rule will not apply 
equitably in regard to the length of time 
in the Philippines that is computed for 
the various regiments. For instance, the 
three regiments first designated to return 
went out in battalions. The First and 
Second Battalions of the First Infantry, 
the Second Battalion of the Second, and 
the Third and First Battalions of the Fifth 
were taken out in the Fall of 1900. The 
other battalions of each of these regiments 
went out in the Summer of 1901. Yet they 
will all come home together. Hereafter 
orders will send full regiments to the isl- 
ands, in order to keep the entire organiza- 
tion of each regiment together in the same 
military department. 

The Thirteenth, Fourteenth, and Eight- 
eenth Regiments have all seen service in 
the Philippines, and next year will be 
going out for the second time. It is not 
unlikely that there may be some resigna- 
tions in consequence. 


NOT AFTER SPEAKERSHIP. 


Representative Hepburn of lowa Ane 
nounces That He Is Not a Can- 
didate for the Honor.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—A letter ree

REFUSED SILVER DOLLARS. | 


Question of the Constitutionality of the 
Bland-Allison Act Raised in the 
Supreme Court. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—An important 
case, which raises the question of the con- 
stitutionality of the legal-tender provisions 
of the Bland-Allison act of 1878, was sub- 
mitted without argument in the United 
States Supreme Court to-day. The case 
originated in Michigan in 1897. Stephen 
Baldwin was indebted to Fred A. Baker 
to the extent of $364, and in payment 
tendered 3t4 silver dollars. Baker refused 
to accept the silver, alleging that it was 
not legal money. 

Baldwin brought suit in the State courts 
of Michigan to compel acceptance, and 
those courts sustained his contention. 
Baker brought the case to the Supreme 
Court on a writ of error. 


DEAD LETTER OFFICE REPORT. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—The annual re- 
port of the Dead Letter Office for the last 
fiscal year shows total receipts of 9,300,- 
351 pieces of mail matter of all kinds, an 


increase of 9 per cent. over last year. 

The ordinary unclaimed letters numbered 
6,446,600; ordinary unciaimed returned from 
foreign countries, 620,235; letters and par- 
cels held for postage, 156,831; domestic let- 
ters undelivered at hotels, 306,232; letters 
and parcels with fictitious addresses, 150,- 
8u/; bearing no address, 81,068; originating 
in foreign countries, 838,805. 

The total number of pieces of mail matter 
opened was 8,216,407. Total number deliv- 
ered unopened, 1,183,231. Of the letters and 
parcels opened 50,869 were found to con- 
tain money to the amount of $48,498, and 
50,874 commercial papers with an aggre- 
gate face value of $1,399,926. 


NORTHERN SECURITIES CASE. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14—The United 


States Supreme Court to-day granted to 
counsel for the Northern Securities, North- 
ern Pacific, and Great Northern Roads thir- 
ty days’ time to demur, plead, or make 


answer in the proceeding of the State of 
Washington in the merger case. 

The time was granted upon the request of 
ex-Attorney General Griggs, attorney for 
the trust and the railroad companies, who 
brought the matter to the attention of the 
court, saying that the companies had made 
their appearance in obedience to the sub- 
poena of the court, 

When the court suggested thirty days 
Mr. Griggs made a plea for twice that 
length of time, saying that counsel in the 
case are engaged in the Government cases.

MR. CLEVELAND TO DEMOCRATS 


(From The Evening Post, Oct. 14.) 
To a representative of The Evening Post, 
who asked him his views in regard to the 
outlook for and the duty of the Democracy 
in the approaching Congressional elections, 
ex-President Grover Cleveland said: 
“It seems to me that if the Democracy

Inasmuch as the market 
wholly influenced by the coal 
velopments and the easier tone in 
money market, there is little reason or 
necessity to refer to the movements of 
particular stocks, because few of these 
were affected by any special development. 

In Atchison, however, the buying was on 
so great a scale—over 91,000 shares being 
dealt in, with a net advance of 2% points— 
that the Street was inclined to believe that 
there might be some special reasons back 
of the rise.

Patrick F. Ryan, who is on the staff of 
Chief of Department Edward F. Croker as

Chief Ryan was suspended last May, after 
@ report on an examination of the repair 
shops had been made by the Commis- 
sioners of Accounts, and he was placed on 
trial Aug. 15. Delay in the rendering of a 
decision was due to an extension of time 
to put in a brief granted his counsel, Delos 
McCurdy, by Mr. Sturgis. 

Reviewing the case, the testimony, 
his conclusions, Mr. Sturgis finds the two 
most important allegations to be the ac- 
ceptance of materials inferior in grade to 
those called for in requisitions and the 
allowance of overtime work in the shops.

it was not possible that the complainant 
could have had personal knowledge of the 
fact; that the utmost that could be said 
for it was that the affidavit in this respect 
is upon information and belief, and that, 
consequently, it does not comply with the 
requireinents of the law. ‘‘ It seems to be 
a well established rule,’ says the Governor, 
“that an affidavit is not to be taken as 
based upon personal knowledge of the af- 
fiant simply because the allegations are 
positive in form.

Legal Points Involved in Tax Re- 
form Association’s Contentions. 


Assessed Valuation of Property of Non- 
Resident Corporations and_ Indi- 
viduals Aggregates $86,925,555. 


Lawson Purdy, Secretary of the New 
York Tax Reform Association, signs the fol- 
lowing statement and a circular giving 
the legal points involved in the contentions 
of the association in regard to the taxation 
on the personal property of non-resident 
corporations and individuals: 

Nearly two million dollars ($1,973,210) of the 
tax assessed this year cannot be collected by the 
city. This represents the amount imposed, in 
the Borough of Manhattan alone, upon the per- 
sonal property of non-resident corporations and 
non-resident individuals.’ The assessed value of 
the personal property of non-resident corpora- 
tions is $36,818,557, of non-resident individuals 
$50, 106,998. 

All of this tax will be lost to the city unless 
the corporations and individuals assessed are 
disposed to contribute to the city the amount of 
the tax that it imposed upon them, 


The circular quotes from Section 7 of the 
Tax law and from Sections 926 and 936 of 
the Greater New York charter, in consid- 
ering the unanimous opinion of the Court 
of Appeals in the case of the City of New 
York versus McLean, waich decision, the 
circular says, has laid down certain prin- 
ciples of law which seem to render it im- 
possible to collect taxes assessed pursuant 
to Section 7.

the recovery of a personal judgment. 

In its decision the court reviewed the 
laws bearing on the question at issue, and 
concluded that the intention of the Legis- 
lature was to impose taxes only upon per- 
sons who were residents of the State or 
upon property within the State, and stated 
clearly and unmistakably that if the Legis- 
lators had attempted to provide fom the 
assessment of non-resident -persons, 1eir 
action would have been in excess of their 
authority, and void. As to the contention 
of the plaintiff that Section 936. confers 
power on the city to sue to recover the 
amount of any personal tax, the court 
found that the section related only to a tax 
imposed upon any person or corporation in 
the City of New York, residents of the 
city, and that it did net confer upon courts 
jurisdiction of either persons or property 
not within the boundartes of the State. 

The circular goes on to say that it seems

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MAYOR ON COAT SITUATION 


Explains Health Board’s Permis- 
sion to Use Bituminous Supply. 


Aldermen Pass a Resolution Providing 
for a Plaza at Fourth Avenue 
and Astor Place. 


At the meeting of the Board of Aldermen 
yesterday the following letter from Mayor 
Low on the coal situation was read: 
the Honorable the Board of Aldermen of 
the City of New York: 

I have the honor to acknowledge the resolu- 
tion adopted by your, honorable board at its 
last meeting asking to take such 
might seem to me wise to avert from the 
the dangers of a coal famine. 

In the present situation 
seemed to me that the first thing to be done 
Was to make available to the fullest extent 
all the substitutes for anthracite coal that 
can be commanded. in furtherance of this pol- 
icy I am able to say that the Board of Health 
will not enforce its smoke ordinance while the 
present difficulty of getting anthracite lasts. 
The Board of Health will continue to act as 
adviser in cases of individual complaint as 
to how the smoke “nuisance may be lessened, 
but it will givs public notice -before it resumes 
the enforcement of its ordinance. 
This course will soft coal available for 
the large consumers, and will thus make it 
possible for householders who use coal in small 
quantities to get such anthracite as comes “to 
the market. They can, of course, use goft 
cogl also if they please. The measures taken 
by the coal coripanies for placing anthracite 
coal at the command of small consumers are 
@ matter of public knowledge. 

I am able to add that the action of your hon- 
orable board in allowing various departments 
of the city which are large consumers of coal to 
buy without public letting will be effective in 
relieving danger in those quarters. Similar ac- 
tion, however,’ in behalf of the Fire Depart- 
ment is also imperatively needed. The various 
relief societies are being equipped to give such 
assistance as is usual. In a word, the situa- 
tion in the city at the moment is less dis- 
turbing than it was. 

Ll am obliged to say, however, with all the 
earnestness I can command that the public in- 
terest requires the settJement of the coal strike 
at the earliest possivle moment. Nobody can 
imagine the wide, outreaching hardship al- 
ready springing from existing conditions, nor 
can anybody overestimate the seriousness of the 
consequences if a settlement of this contro- 
versy is not speedily reached. In the name 
of the City of New York I ask all who have 
power to relieve the existing situation to re- 
member how many people are obliged to suffer 
as long as the reguiar mining of coal is inter- 
rupted. ry SETH LOW, Mayor.

The minutes were read and it was seen 
that according to them Mr. Kenny was in 
error. Many Aldermen agreed with Mr. 
Kenny, but President Fornes ruled that as 
the minutes had been approved without ob- 
jection they must stand. 

On the original resolution being called up, 
it was adopted after many roll calls—™é to 
11, two more votes than necessary. At the 
previous meeting the same resolution was 
defeated, 34-to 7. 

The adoption of the resolution will result 
in the creation of a handsome plaza at 
Astor Place and Fourth Avenue at com- 
paratively small expense to the city. 


NO TUNNEL FRANCHISE VOTE.

WOULD RESELL GRAVESTONE. 


Dealers Seek to Recover Monument 
Bought by J. H. Havens. 


Nearly three years ago James H. Havens, 
then a well-to-do builder, ordered from 
John B. Lazzare and Horace W. Burton a 
fine monument to be plaeed in the Havens 
family burial plot. Having failed to col- 
lect their bill of $1,550, the monument deal- 
efs have taken proceedings in the Supreme 
Court to foreclose a lien on the gravestone, 
so that they may sell it over again for 
cash, 

The monument, which is in Woodlawn 
Cenfétery, is 12 feet high, and has a life- 
size marble angel on top. It was erected 
in September, 10900. Last November Mr. 
Havens was adjudged a bankrupt. He con- 
tends now that the claim for the $1,550 
due on the monument should have been 
established in time to be proved in con- 
nection with the bankruptcy proceedings. 
Edward Jacobs, the lawyer representing 
the monument dealers, says he has a right 
to establish the claim now.

EXCLUDED CUBAN CAME BACK. 


Permitted to Land This Time After an 
Appeal to Washington. 


J. Cabello, a Cuban, brought his family 
up from Cuba some three years ago and 
went to live in Brooklyn. Last Winter he 
went to Cuba‘on a visit, and when he re- 
turned about six weeks ago he was held 
up by the immigration authorities as a 
trachoma suspect, and after the usual 
period of detention at the hospital, was 
sent back to Cuba. When the Morro Castle 
of the Ward Line arrived yesterday, Ca- 
beilo was found among the second cabin 
passengers, and was again held up. His 
friends, however, appealed to Washington, 
and he was permitted to land last night.
